NEW YORK, Jan. 16.— There was 
hope today th at within the next 24 
hours agreem ents might he reached 
between representatives of the em ­ 
ployers and union leaders whereby 
3 7,000 of the 160,000 men, women 
and children now on strike in the 
garm ent w orkers allied trades m ight 
return to their work. 
The Dress and W aist M anufactur­ 
ers' association m et with the union 
leaders today, evidently prepared to 
grant some concessions. For th e o th ­ 
er 1 23,000 w orkers whose cause is 
still to he fought out there appeared 
little hope of an early settlem ent to­ 
day. As thousands of these men and 
women have hen out of work for 
nearly two weeks now they are feel­ 
ing the pinch of hunger. Their lead­ 
ers adm it funds are low7, hut insist 
the fight will go on.
